And whereas after considering the objections filed by the interested persons or parties, it was decided to 
withdraw the said preliminary notification; 


And whereas the issue of Tiruvannamalai temple was pending before the Hon’ble Supreme Court of India in the 
Commissioner, Tiruvannamalai Municipality vs Arananhalgiri Prqrilcshina Snmiti and rtthra-s (WPP) 12443-12447/2001. 
Consequent upon the ArehaeoiogiCm Snrvey of Indict (ASI) t>eiug one of the Aespoiiueiu m the above matter, ilie 
directions of the Hon’ble Supreme Court of India was sought by filing an affidavit. 


And whereas the Hon’ble Supreme Court of India in its order dated the 28th March, 2005 in the said petition has 
permitted ASI to withdraw the said preliminary notification. 


Now, therefore, ASI hereby withdraws the preliminary notification No. S.O. 1024(E) dated the 20th September, 
2002 published in the Official Gazette of India.
